It was said by some officials that the 
ftote contained the strongest represen- 
tations that ever have been made to 
Carranza and indicates that the Amer- 
ican government is rapidly losing pa- 
tience with his indifference to the ob- 
jectionable acts of Gen. Obregon at Mex- 
ico City. Those who know the contents 
of the 'communication said it did not 
threaten force and was not in the na- 
ture of an ultimatum, but pointed out 
In explicit language the serious conse- 
luences that might follow if the wel- 
fare of foreigners continued to be dis- 
regarded.

The bombardment of tlie Dardanelles, 
which primarily is responsible for the 
situation in Greece, has had its effect al- 
so on otlier nations. 
London dispatches 
say the Bulgarian premier has promised 


a statement concerning his government's 
position. Public opinion in Italy also la 
aroused, although there are no indica- 
tions that this nation' will change its 
policy of armed neutrality at this time.

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Direct Primary and Registration, 


Perhaps no other laws enacted by the Indiana legis- 
lative session now at its close will bear so directly on so 
|nany people as will the direct primary law and the 
f e n d e d registration act, both of which came through 
the legislative machine triumphantly after it seemed that 
both were doomed to defeat. There are many persons 
who sincerely question the necessity for the state-wide 
primary. They believe it cumbersome and expensive and 
assert that it will fail to justify the idealistic claims made 
for it by itsiadvocates for the reason that the mass of the 
yoters cannot be induced to turn out at a primary any 
more than they can be induced to turn out to a caucus. The 
mass of voters, it must be admitted, are prone to neglect 
fche:caucus and the primary, permit factions and interests 
lo alone register a vote sufficient to dominate results and 
then spend^the remaining months preceding election in 
railing against the system. But the fault is not with the 
system; it is with the voters who do not take sufficient 
interest t o ^ m ^ ù f and help at the task of ticket-making. 
The direct primaij law may stimulate them to a change 
in tactics, 
it may not. In 1912 and again in 1914 In- 
diana democracy was pledged to the direct primary law. 
rte legislature has merely performed a job which it was 
h distinctly commissioned to do,^and iii any event we shall 
ttow have a test of the direct primary in Indiana. 


The amendment of the registration law appars to be 
a distinct improvement. Instead of the re-registration for 
each election, it w|ll now be necessary to register but once 
except in case of removal to another precinct. Provisions 
are made for registering on removal from one precinct to 
pother, and for new voters. The new plan will not only 
obviate a lot of umiecessary trouble to the voter but it is 
expected to cut the expense of registration by about one- 
fialf. Both changes are worth while. 


The trial of the twenty-eight Terre Haute politicians 
9a charges of conspiracy to corrupt elections, which has 
just begun before Judge Anderson in the United States 
f; eoiurt at Indianapolis, is bound to be followed by interest 
. &uch wider than that circumscribed by Indiana state 
bnes. It is expected to lay bare the intricacies of the 
èamòn-pure thing in what is known as '^machine*' politics, 
and the revelations promise, according to the govern- 
ment's statement of the case, to shock even those who 
I 'have long suspected that politics as the game is often 
- played isn't a bit better than it ought to be. There is 
every reason for believing, also, that Terre Haute will 
both feel and appear a good deal better after its house- 
cleaning by the federal courts.

McMaster, in his chapter on "the strug- 
gle for commercial independence/' irt 
the Cambridge History of the United 
States, devotes raiich space to ân analy- 
sis of the problems which grew out of 
the Napoleonic wars. The United States 
was thén a feeble -nation. It had only 
lately acquired physical independence, 
and as jet it was bound in commercial 
slavery to the powers of Europe. The 
clouds which gathered at the close of 
Washington's 
second 
administration 
thickened during tlie time of Jefferson 
Washington, 
Jefferson 
and 
Jladison 
were peaceful men in office. They la- 
bored to preserve harmonious 
inter 
course, but their way was beset with 
difficulties. Then, as now, personal sym- 
pathies, individual 
losses and 
racial 
grievances inflamed public opinion, and 
against this heat of passion the gov- 
ernment, inclined as 
it was 
toward 
peace, could do so little that eventually 
the war of 1812 came on. 


In 1704 England issued an order m 
council forbidding direct trade between 
France and her colonies, and four years 
later 
forbade 
direct 
trade 
between 
France, Spain and Holland and 
their 
colonies. Tliese orders were directed at 
neutrals. 
The Yankee sailing master, 
alert to opportunity, saw the chance. 
Whether with conscience or 
without, 
ship owners violated these declarations 
or evaded them by "breaking" the voy- 
ages. So in 1799 England put the whole 
coast of Holland under a paper block- 
ade. But the American shipping inter- 
ests continued in their course. 
Where 
thev first "broke" a voyage by entermg 
a cargo and immediately withdrawmg 
it, they were then compelled to store 
the goods and make a pretense of scrap- 
ing the ship. A test case was brought 
up in the high court of admirality of 
Great Britain, and was decided in favor 
of the United States. 
In 1803 Great 
Britain and France were again at war. 
American shipping prospered and in two 
years the stars and stripes were on ev- 
ery sea. This expansion of the Ameri- 
can merchant marine, which has now 
been hopelessly referred to for years, 
was the result of external circumstances 
rather than domestic gro^vth. 
Europe 
was at Avar and the Americans seized 
the chance. 


The "broken" voyages were resumed, 
and were attacked by paper blockades 
and admiralty decisions. 
Another test 
case enabled Great Britain to look into 
the "intention" of the shippers and this 
time the Americans lost. Then came on 
the bitter conflict of "orders" between 
Napoleon and the 
British ' admiralty. 
One blockade led to another. The rights 
of neutrals rested in American hands. 
Both Madison and Jefferson endeavored 
to steer a safe course. Xapoleon, by his 
Berlin decree of neutral 
confiscation, 
brought on the crisis. All this time it 
must be remembered that the American 
government followed Wifshington's pol- 
icy, but in almost every instance the 
government Avas criticised, condemned, 
even bullied, as personal interest went 
one way or the other. Now, as then, 
the administration is doing its best.

Nature knoAvs just Avhat we need to 
sharpen our appetites after the wear 
and tear of winter, so she sends-along 
the fresh-flavored, acid rhubarb 
as a 
'pick-me-up" for our systems. 


Besides . the usual stewg and sauces 
there are many simple ways of serving 
rhubarb. 
Baked rhubarb *is good And 
it's not hard to prepare.

stalks 
in pieces tAvo inches in length and pour 
boiling water over and allow to stand 
three minutes.

Picturesqueness Giving Way 
to Practical as Struggle 
Goes Forward. 


London, Feb. 25 Correspondence of the 
Associated Press)—War has struck a 
blow at both niilitarj smartness and 
military 
picturesqueness. 
These 
two 
features, which distinguished European 
wars of the past, are now yielding to 
the practical. 
The British Tommy in 
the trenches, wearing a goatskin coat, 
rubber boot» and knitted cap puUeu 
down over the head, looks more like a 
Robinson Crusoe than a soldier. French 
Zouaves still Avear baggy trousers, moor- 
ish jacket and fez, but the cloth is col- 
ored a greenish yellow like the British 
khaki. Belgians have changed their reg- 
ulation foolish little cap for a good 
warm cap which looks as if made for 
a chauflTeur. 


Among the dianges undergone in the 
British field uniform is a Sam Brown 
belt made of webbing instead of the 
more conspicuous leather. The belt, de< 
signed a couple o£ generations ago by 


a British 
officer in India, 
supports 
sword, pistol and canteen- and ia sua- 
ded by a strap crossing the shoul- 
er. 
It has lately become the 
rage 
among Belgian officers. In vieAv of the 
short range in trench fighting, the Brit- 
ish officer has been forced to do away 
Avith the minor elegances of a khaki 
tlannel collar and khaki colored necktie. 
His full skirted overcoat early gave 
place to a short coat of the model of a 
seaman's pea-jacket, 
which is 
found 
warmer than the old model, besides be- 
ing free from the annoyance of skirts. 
The men of the ranks have of their 
own accord cut off their overcoat tails 
because of their dragging in the mud. 


France is re-uniforming its troops in 
the neAV tri-color cloth, a combination 
of the three colors of the national flag, 
and of a bluish color. 
It is used for 
the characteristic great-coats 
of 
the 
men and for office, i' jackets. 


The new British ^pension plan will 
cost the government nearly $l,725,00(y,000 
before the last pensioner dies, accord- 
ing to acturaries employed by the non- 
partisan committee which prepared the 
plan at the order of the house of com- 
mons. 


The maximum expenditure the first 
year, the committee reports, will be 
about $280,000,000, and the cost during 
the first year after the war will reach 
$65,000,000. 


These figures are based on an army 
of three million men, a two-year AATir 
and 10 per cent of deaths with 12 per 
cent of disablement.

SPfeaiama, City, March 8.—We arrived

dldtflr going tbroiugh the iietml red tape

I<Unw !<'>iiii, English or (lermana, we were 
jOknrM to enter the canal. For about 
tux miles we ateamed along the Bluggish, 
«orinteresttng stream until we came to

In all we had been raised by three 
successive steps about eighty-five feet 
abdve the mean level »of the Atlantic 
ocean. 


Gatun lake is a fairly good-sired body 
of water containing about 160 squarq 
miles. This means that if it is twenty 
miles long it must average eight miles 
in width. 


The fact of the case is that about 
one-half of the canal, which is forty 
miles long from ocean to ocean, is made 
up of Gatun lake. 


Culebra cut, a smaller lake. 
Lake 
Miraflores with an area of two square 
mUes, the locks which take up about 
one and one-half miles, and the canal 
•proper make up the balance. 


It took us two or three hours to steam 
through Gatun lake. 


When passing through the locks we 
were pulled by electric locomotives, one 
on each side, in front, to pull us for- 
ward; and one on each side behind, to 
hold us beck, from ^bumping into the 
gates. 
Tlien we paMed through Cule- 
bra cut and at lost we reached the 
,second set of locks, some six or eight 
miles from the Pacific side, and were 
again lowered down. 


For instance, we entered Lock No. 4 
from Gatun Lftke and the gatea were 
closed upon us. 


About twenty-eight feet of water was 
let' out and thus our ship gradually 
dropped to tjie level of Lake Milaflores 
through which we then passed. 
ITie 
gates of the next lock' were then opened 
and we were pulled into Lock No. 6. 
! About twenty-eight feet of water was 
let out pf Lock No. 6 and we descended 
accordingly. 
: Thè gates at the opposite end of Lock 
No. 5 were then opened and we passed 
• into Look No. 6. 


Enough water was then let out of 
Lock No. 6 so as.to lower our ship to 
the level of the Pacific ocean. 
J As the tides of the Pacific continually 
dhange the level of the ocean, sometime« 
more and sometimes less water is let 
out of this last lock in order to make 
allowance. 
,Tou will see from this descri|»tion of 
my trip through the canal on the first 
American passoiger trip to make the 
journey that the ends of the canal are 
deep sea level euts, but the .otnter is 
a sliallow cut , through , a plateau, on 
which Is located a great lake, llie' 


was to lower the ship down from this 
plateau to sea-level again. 
This is all 
there is to it. 


The great work has cost the nation 
almost half a billion dollara. 


It was started by the French in 1881 
—^under charge of Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
The French spent about $225,000,000 
and then sold out to us for $40,000,000, 
We took bold of it in 1904 and have 
Just finished it. 
I am sure it was a 
fine and fise thing for us to do. 


Not only does it connect by water our 
east and west coasts, but it opens up 
the west coast of South America to our 
eastern seaboard, and the east coast of 
South America to o\ir western seaboard. 
So long as peace reigns in this west- 
em hemisphere the canal'will continu- 
ally become a greater asset for us and 
a real blessing for the entire world. 
. Any event which saves time and coal, 
as does the opening of this canal, re- 
duces the cost of freights and indirectly 
helps all people in all nations. 


Now that it is built, we must work 
to have it placed under international 


protection—for one good 
shot 
would 
ruin it. 
' I even hear down in these waters 
that one reason why President Wilson 
has been so loath to declare war upon 
Mexico is for fear of their blowing up 
the Panama canal. 


Wthether or not there is anything in 
this story, I do not know; but I doubt 
it. 


A real enemy—however—like Japan, 
England or Germany, could easily put 
the canal out of commission. 
Although 
the fortifications which we are building 
there are modem, they are not mobile, 
and a 42 centimetre siege gim on board 
an enemy's ship would smash the locks 
as a boy would a glass dish. 


Hence, everyone who is really interest- 
ed in the Panama canal is now anxious 
for the day to come when neither Eng 
land, Germany, nor any other nation 
rules the seas, but when the seas are 
neutralized and all canals are under in- 
ternational 
protection. 
Until such a 
day comes we have not-truly completed 
the Panama canal.

"pick-me-up"' for our systems. 


Besides the usual stews and gauccs 


there are many simple ways of serving 
rhubarb. 
Baked rhubarb is good and

State*. Ita exchange value as between 
New York «nd London has been dropped 
to $4.79 to the pouud sterling. Tht 
number of grains of gold iu a pound 
itcrliug gives it a bullion value in tb« 
United States of ?4.S6li5. 
Thus, full

$1.79, at which price it can be bought

Pfcnama, City, March 8.—We arrived 


k£ Colon, the eastern Atlantic end of the 
canal, bright and early in the morning. 
After going through the usual red tape 
fund having the various dignitaries come 
aboard to see whether or not we were 
!Ajnericans, English or Germans, we were 
allowed to enter the canal. For about 
BII miles "We tteamed along the sluggi 
uninteresting stream until we came to 
thft first »et of locks at Gatun. 


We then entered Lock No. 1 and tie 


gates closed upon TIB. Water was then 
let into the lock and we began to risel 


We rose about twenty-eight feet to 


the top of the first lock, and then as 
the opposite gates opened we passec 
into Lock Ho. 2. 


Again the gates were closed upon 


u» and the water was let into this sec 
end lock. 


Wo rose again about twenty-cigh 


feet in Lock No. 2; then, the gates a 
the opposite end of this lock opened an 
we passed into Lock No. 3. These gate 
were then closed aud water was then 
let into this third lock until we rose t 
the level of Gatun lake.

In all we had been raised by three 
uccessive steps about eighty-five feet 
above the mean level of the Atlantic 
icean. 


Gatun lake is a fairly good-sired body 


>f water containing about 160 squarq 
:niles. This means that if it is twenty 
miles long it must average eight miles 
n width. 


The fact of the case is that about 


one-half of the canal, which is forty 
miles long from ocean to ocean, is made 
up of Gatun lake. 


Culebra cut. a smaller lake, Lake 


Mlraflores with an area of two square 
miJes, the locks which take \ip abou 
one aud one-half miles, and ;the cana 
proper make up the balance. ' 


It took us two or three hours to steam 


through Gatun lake. 


When passing through th« locks we 


were pulled by electric locomotives, one 
on each side, in front, to pull us for- 
ward; und one on each side behind, to 
hold us back from bumping into the 
gates. 
Then we pawed through Cule- 


bra. cut and at last wo reached the 
second set of locks, some six or eight 
miles from the Pacific side, and were 
again lowered down. 


For instance, we entered Lock No. 


from Gatun Lake and tho gates were" 
los'ed upon us.

About twenty-eight feet of water was 
et out and thus our ship gradually 
dropped fo tho level of Lake Milaflores 
through which we then passed. 
The 


gates of the next, lock were then opened 
and we were pulled into Lock No. 5. 


About twenty-eight feet of water was 


let out of Lock No. 5 and wo descended 
accordingly. 


The gates at the opposite end of Lock 


No. 5 wore then opened and we passed 
into Lock No. n. 


Enough water was then let out of 


Lock No. f> so as to lower our ship to 
the level of tho Pacific ocean. 


As the tides of the Pacific, continually 


change th<? level of the ocean, som 
more and sometimes lr?? water !R lot 
out of this last lock in order to make 
allowance. 


You will fen from this description of 


my trip through the ranal on the first 
American passenger trip to make the 
journey that the enn* of the i-anal are 


was to lower the ship down from this; 
plateau to sea-level again. This is all 
there is to it. 


The great work has cost the nation 


almost half a billion dollars. 


It was started by the French in 1881 


— under charge of Ferdinand de Lesseps. 
Tbe French spent about $225,000,000 
and then sold out to us for $40,000.000. 


We took hold of it in 1904 and have 


just finished it. I am sure it was a 
fine and fise thing -for -as to do. 


Xot only dons it connect by "water our 


east and west coasts, but it opens up 
the west coast of South America to our 
eastern seaboard, and the cast coast of 
South America to our western seaboard. 


So long as peace reigns in this west- 


ern hemisphere tho canal will continu- 
ally become a greater asset for us and 
a real blessing for the entire world. 


Any event which saves time and coal. 


as does the opening of this canal, re- 
duces the cost of freights and indirectly 
helps all people in all nations. 


Now that it is built, we must work 


protection—for one good shot 
ruin it. 


I. even hear down in. these waters 


that one reason why President Wilson 
has been so loath to declare war upo 
Mexico is for fear of then- blowing up 
the Panama canal. 


"Whether or not there is anything i
